Kenneth A. Daniels has lived in Whately most of his life, the son 
of Fred and Gertrude Bardwell. He started school in West Whately. 
The transportation to and from was a team of horses pulling a sled 
in winter and a wagon the rest of the year. After completing eighth 
grade at the Center School he graduated from Northampton High 
School. 

In 1937 he married Anne Kulesa. His family includes four 
children; K. Wayne, Linda, Gordon and Victoria, and ten 
grandchildren. 


Ken has worked for the Town of Whately in various capacities. 
As a young man he shoveled snow to clear drifting roads. He 
painted gypsy moth eggs which sometimes took him through the 
backwoods. 

His outdoor work continued as he cleared the land where the 
Quabbin Reservoir now is located. He retired as Assistant Fish 
Culturist at the Sunderland Fish Hatchery in October of 1979, 
serving the Commonwealth of Massachusetts since April 1939. 

He enlisted in the Civilian Conservation Corp movement and 
during World War II he worked for Pratt and Whitney in Hartford, 
taking time out from his job at the fish hatchery. 

Being a sports enthusiast Ken hunts, bowls and golfs during his 
leisure time. He is a spectator at numerous sports events. 

He joined the Whately Congregational Church in 1941 where he 
has served as an officer and committee person. He also belongs to 
Whately Grange and is a past Master of Conway’s Morning Sun 
Lodge of Masons. 

Ken was a library trustee for nearly three years. From 1946 to 
1982 he cared for the Center Cemetery as a Commissioner. He may 
best be remembered as Town Moderator serving from 1966 until 
1985. Among the committees on which he has served the most 
recent is the Zoning Board of Appeals, 1974-1984. 

Therefore in dedicating this annual report to you, Kenneth 
Arthur Daniels, we, the citizens of Whately, commend you for your 
years of dedicated service to our town. Yes, you have been 
compensated for some things, but for the others we say, “Well 
done, good and faithful servant”. 

Whately is a great place in which to live, and with people like you 
who strive to keep our standards high, Whately will stay on top— 
the town of which we are all proud. Congratulations, Ken!

Annually, on or before January 15, the Committee shall prepare a 
tentative operating budget for the ensuing calendar year, attaching 
thereto provision for any installment of principal or interest to 
become due in such year on any bonds or other evidences of 
indebtedness of the District. Copies of the budget shall be mailed to 
the Chairman of the Finance or Advisory Committee of each 
member town; or, if there is no Finance or Advisory Committee ina 
member town, to the chairman of the Board of Selectmen of such 
town. Not later than January 31, the members of the Committee 
from each member town shall hold a public hearing in such town, at 
which they shall present the regional school district budget and 
shall answer any reasonable inquiries with respect thereto. On or 
before February 15, the Committee shall adopt a final budget with 
such modification in their tentative budget as they may consider 
desirable. Two thirds of the membership of the full Committee 
shall constitute a quorum for the adoption of the operating budget 
and the said budget shall be adopted by the affirmative vote of at 
least two thirds of the membership of the full Committee. Prior to 
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February 28, of each year the treasurer of the Committee shall 
certify to the treasurer of each member town its share of such 
budget and its share of any installment of principal or interest to 
become due in the ensuing year on any bonds or other evidences of 
indebtness of the district. 


ARTICLE 37. Tosee if the town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws to add the following section as Section V. H.: 
Tourist Home/Bed and Breakfast 
Tourist Home/Bed and Breakfast is defined as an owner occupied 
single family dwelling which may rent up to a maximum of three 
rooms for transient occupancy. These rooms shall be without 
individual kitchen facilities and may have either private or shared 
bathroom facilities and shall share a common entrance. The use of 
the portion of the dwelling devoted to transient occupancy shall be 
secondary to the use of the dwelling as a single-family residence and 
shall not change the character thereof. One parking space shall be 
provided for each room. Smoke detectors must be provided on all 
floors as required by the Building Inspector. Adequate egress to and 
from the second floors must be provided as required by the Building 
Inspector. | 
The premises must be inspected annually by the Building Inspector 


with an inspection fee to be paid by the owner. (R) 


ARTICLE 38. Tosee if the town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws to add the following words after “Asphalt manufacture or 
refining” in Section V. D.: 

Bed and Breakfast/Tourist Home (R) 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the town will vote to amend Section VI 
of the Zoning By-Laws by adding the following section as 
subsection 7 to B (b): 

Enviromental Performance Standards 

When reviewing an application for a special permit, the Board of 
Appeals may require the submission of a statement from an 
independent authority qualified in addressing a specific type of 
environmental concern chosen by the Board of Appeals and paid for 
by the owner indicating that the proposed structure and/or use will 
not constitute a detriment to the community with respect to that 
particular environmental concern. (R) 
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\ ARTICLE 40. To see if the town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws by amending Section IV. A. to read as follows: 
Any building or structure hereafter erected in any section of the 
town shall be located on a lot of not less than 30,000 square feet in 
area with a frontage of not less than 150 continuous feet, which 
frontage shall be measured along a public way. For each dwelling 
unit on a lot in excess of one, it shall be required that there by an 
additional 75 feet of frontage for each dwelling unit, which frontage 
shall be continuous with the aforesaid 150 feet and shall be along a 
public way, and that, in addition, for each additional dwelling unit, 
the lot shall be an additional 15,000 square feet in addition to the 
aforesaid 30,000,feet. No more than one dwelling structure shall be 
placed on a lot. Public way shall be defined as a way laid out by the 
Board of Selectmen, and accepted and regularly maintained by the 
Town pursuant to Chapter 82 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or as a highway regularly 
maintained by the county or commonwealth. (R) 


ARTICLE 41. To see if the town will vote to Amend Section III 
of the Zoning By-Laws by adding the following: 


C. Conversion of Existing Dwellings to Apartments 


In order toconserve the existing character of the town and previous 
resource investment, a dwelling structure in existence for at least 
10 years at the date of application, may be granted a special permit 
by the Board of Appeals for conversion to multi-family use 
provided there is compliance with each and every one of the 
following subsections. For such conversion, compliance with 
Section VI b of these By-Laws shall sugt-be required. The conditions 
are as follows: 

1. No more than three dwelling units will be allowed within a 
structure. 

2. No more than three dwelling units will be allowed on a lot. 
3. One of the dwelling units must be owner occupied. 

4. Noexternal additions to the existing structure to accommodate 
dwelling units will be allowed except to the extent that such 
improvements are directly related to required ingress and egress. 
5. The water supply for the dwelling units must be of sufficient 
quantity and quality to meet current state and local standards. It is 
required that any person attempting to obtain or who has obtained 
the above special permit will have the water supply for the dwelling 
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units tested at the expense of the owner in the manner and method 
required by the Board of Health. In addition to the cost of testing, 
the owner will be required to pay a filing fee of $15.00 each year to 
the Board of Health for the review of such tests. 

6. The added dwelling units must be served by an on-site disposal 
system meeting the requirements of the State Environmental 
Code. 

7. A minimum of two parking spaces per dwelling unit will be 
required. The parking spaces shall not be nearer than twenty feet to 
the street line or nearer than twenty feet to the nearest abuttor. 
8. Every owner will be required to have the property inspected by 
the Board of Health and the Building Commissioner prior to the 
granting of a permit, with fees to be set by the Board of Health and 
the Building Commissioner and all fees will be paid by the owner. 
This inspection will include but not be limited to sewage disposal 
system, the water supply to the dwelling units, and the building 
itself. 


9. To be eligible for conversion, the structure and the lot must be 
in compliance with all intensity regulations in Section IV. (R) 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting up attested 
copies thereof at Whately Town Hall, Post Office and Whately 
General Store in said Town, seven days at least before the time of 
holding said meeting. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with your 
doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and place of 
meeting, as aforesaid.

One year ago it looked as if we would have a large industry on 
Routes 5 & 10, but due to circumstances beyong our control this 
building was lost. With the coming of our new water system we 
may again have someone interested in land that is available for 
development. We have had several smaller businesses move into 
town and we look forward to more. 


The addition of a GMC dump truck to the highway department 
updates our equipment. We have several bridges that need to be 
repaired or replaced. 

With the grant of $150,000 from the S.T.R.A.P. program for 
Chestnut Plain Road we will have a new road through the center of 
town. Construction will resume at the south end and extend as far 
as the money will allow. 


To prevent water build-up and road break-up the highway 
department applied a coat of black top instead of the usual coat of 
sealer. 


Work continues with the newly formed water department with 
three Water Commissioners elected at the annual elections. Their 
work is to continue where the Water Study Committee left off and 
proceed to get water to the contaminated areas of town. We wish to 
thank the Water Study Committee for the many hours spent in the 
collection of valuable data which is necessary to surmount the 
obstacles forced upon us in our search for pure water. 


As we look down the road we know problems will arise. It is our 
intention to face those situations as best we can. We will continue to 
search for development that will be beneficial to Whately.

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Report of the 
Board of Health 


To the Citizens of Whately: 

This past year has been a continuation of previous problems, 
regarding private well contamination. It seems we are making 
headway with the forming of the Water Department and signing of 
engineering contracts. A water supply has been tentatively located 
with all indications of having an adequate supply. Further testing of 
private water supplies was done by the DEQE and the Pesticide 
Bureau, with more chemical contamination being confirmed. Our 
water contamination problem has led to establishing well drilling 
and sealing regulations for new construction within our town. 


A chemical leak of Anhydrous ammonia at Old Fox Chemical 
Plant was caught at an early stage and corrected. The leak led toa 
general cleanup and installation of a truck wash area and tanks to 
contain further spillage at the plant. 


A Flu clinic was held in the fall, which met with good response. 
The routine reports of strep throat, contagious disease and dog 
bites have been reported. Inspection of septic system installations, 
farm camps, day camps, bed and breakfast establishments, spa and 
restaurants have been recorded. 


The placement of containers for disposal of large items at the 
compactor was again met with good response.

Planning Board Report 


The Planning Board will be updating our zoning by-laws. We feel 
this is necessary because of the changing times. We have had 
protection in the past, but feel that further clarifications of existing 
laws will assist the Zoning Board of Appeals in making decisions for 
the town. 


We have updated the street numbering system and in the future 
the Building Commissioner will issue a number with all new 
building permits.

The Visiting Nurse & Health Services in Franklin County, Inc. 
continues to provide a comprehensive array of health services to 
patients recovering from acute episodes of illness at home. Services 
are provided by qualified professionals including registered nurses, 
physical therapists, occupational therapists and speech 
pathologists. Personal care services by trained home health aides 
are also provided as an adjunct to skilled services. 


In 1985 the following services were rendered to 21 patients:

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Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Citizens of the Town of Whately: 
I hereby submit my report for the calendar year 1985. 


During 1985 the Whately Volunteer Fire Department responded 
to 104 calls for combined fire and ambulance service. The types of 
fire calls are broken down as follows:

Whately had 6 structure fires—3 involving residences and 3 
others for outbuildings. One of the house fires could have been 
disastrous if it had occured in the middle of the night. A problem 
with the chimney is believed to be the cause. Everyone should be 
aware that any heating device deserves constant attention when in 
use. This should include monthly inspections of all wood-heating 
devices and chimneys. If a solid fuel stove smokes or does not draw 
air properly, probably an accumulation of creosote is the cause, and 
will eventually catch fire and cause damage to your stove, chimney 
and perhaps your home. Don’t take chances: it maybe your life!!! 


A permit is a necessary for burning of forest debris. This period is 
from January 15 to approximately May 1. Permits are issued by the 
Fire Chief or one of his representatives. Non-permit burning 
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observed by the State Forest spotters can result in response by your 
local Fire Department, even if you don’t need them. This becomes 
expensive for the taxpayers. 


The Fire Department is requesting all property owners to install 
smoke alarms—one on each floor of your home. Special attention 
should be given to installations adjacent to sleeping quarters andin 
basements where heating units are installed. Smoke detectors do 
save lives!!! 


The Town of Whately needs to take definite steps toward 
replacement of the 33 year old 500 gallon pumper truck. The pump 
was repaired for the last time in 1984, and we were advised that 
parts are no longer available. The truck is in service on a limited 
basis, being able to provide water in volume, but not in pressure. We 
also carry other equipment on this truck. 


The Whately Firefighters’ Association was given a 4-wheel drive 
heavy duty pickup during 1985. The members are in the process of 
refurbishing this vehicle for use as a brush truck, and will turn it 
over to the Town when it is completed. This vehicle will be useful in 
inaccessible places where our large trucks get damaged or mired in 
mud. 


Our Fire Department Ambulance responded to 71 calls during

45 calls were for medical emergency 
21 calls were for accidents (does not include mutual aid to others) 
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Contributions made to the Whately Firefighters’ Association 
Ambulance Fund are used to replace supplies and purchase 
equipment for the service. 


The Whately Fire Department always needs E.M.T.’s and E.M.T 
trainees. Any residents who are interested in helping by becoming 
an E.M.T. should contact the Fire Chief or any Whately E.M.T. for 
further information. 


The Whately Fire Department is a “Volunteer” Department, 
ready to assist townspeople 24 hours a day for a fire or medical 
emergency. If you do not have telephone decals with our emergency 
number, request enough for your phones from any member of the 
department. 


To summon aid DIAL 665-2167. If you dial “O” for the operator, 
be sure that you give the location, including the town. A telephone 
number is also good to give, and a light or someone out front helps 
us to find you quickly. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, officers and members of 
the Fire Department and their wives, Tri-State Mutual Aid from 
other towns, all our very capable Emergency Medical Technicians 
who have responded in all kinds of weather, and all kinds of 
emergencies during 1985. The “Volunteers” time and effort make 
our department an enviable part of our Town.

SPECIAL EDUCATION 
Richard M. Carlson, Director of Special Education 


Whately Public Schools Special Education program continues to 
serve students in grades K—6 and those who are age three to 21 
that have been identified as requiring specialized educational 
assistance. Services are provided in the following areas: Speech and 
Language Development; Learning Disabilities; Development 
Delays; Emotional and Physical Impairments and Cognitive 
Development. 


Whately has one Special Education teacher, Ricki Newman- 
Benzie who provides direct services to students that require special 
education instruction. Mrs. Benzie also serves as the Evaluation 
Team Chairperson for Whately and is involved in the identification, 
referral, and evaluation process for special education students. 
Additionally, she consults with regular Teachers and parents. The 
Evaluation Team includes the Director of Special Education who 
approves all special education programs and prototypes. 


Other special education staff that served the Whately Elemen- 
tary Schools on a part-time basis during the 1984-1985 school year 
were: Gerald Levine, School Psychologist; Sue Hagberg, Guidance 
Counselor; Thema Williams, Speech Pathologist; Alice Maiewski, 
R.N. and Dennis Rosen, M.D., the School Physician serve on the the 
Evaluation Team. Dr. John Lambdin, Consulting Psychologist, was 
available to work with parents, students and faculty regarding 
behavior management, program implementation and counseling 
under the PL 94-142 Federal Grant. 
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An independent evaluation of all Special Education programs in 
the School Union #38 Schools and Frontier Regional was conducted 
in 1985. An analysis of all responses and the formal written 
evaluation indicates that the schools and staff are effectively 
meeting the special needs of their students. A significant degree of 
praise was given for the range of high quality services offered by 
the special education programs. 


Special appreciation is extended to Mrs. Janice K. Lachowetz. It is 
apparent to all that all the quality programs that are available today 
in School Union #38 and Frontier Regional are due to Mrs. 
Lachowetz’s dedication and ability to develop programs that 
effectively meet the needs of the students being served. 


In Whately, the major objective of providing appropriate special 
education services to all handicapped youngsters from age 3 to age 
21 continues to be accomplished. Through the consistent support of 
the Principal Mr. Donald Skroski, and the entire school staff, we 
have appropriate and successful programs for all students. 


CLOSING REMARKS 


The Town of Whately can once again take pride in the quality of 
education provided its young people. The continuing high level of 
student achievement and enthusiasm attests to the positive and 
supportive school experiences provided by Principal Donald A. 
Skroski and the Whately teaching staff. The efforts of the support 
staff (secretarial, bookkeeping, custodial and cafeteria personnel) 
also significantly contributed to the success of the overall program. 


The year saw the passage of The Public School Improvement Act 
of 1985. This important legislation provides monies for a broad 
range of educational issues including equalization of educational 
opportunities, professional staff development, salary enhance- 
ment, curriculum development and statewide achievement testing. 


As a result of the new bill, Whately will receive School 
Improvement Council Funds of $1,070.00 ($10.00/student), 
Professional Development Grant funds to supplement teacher 
compensation, and money to develop and plan for increased Early 
Childhood programming. These funds and more will be available 
for the 1986-1987 school year. 
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Each year brings an increased review of curriculum and the result 
of the effort in 1985 was a new reading series K—3. In the coming 
school year the new adoption (Scott-Foresman) will be extended to 
grades 4—6. Computers and their application within the 
curriculum continues to be of interest to our staff and the funding 
by the town two years ago of computer hardware for instructional 
purposes is bearing fruit for our children. 


I wish to express my appreciation and gratitude to the members 
of the School Committee for their continued recognition and 
support of current educational needs. Much time and energy is 
spent throughout the year by committee members in maintaining 
an effective program. 


The support of the Parent-Teacher Organization (P.T.O.) again 
benefitted the staff effort and our thank you is extended to them. 


In closing, I believe that the coordination effort this year of 
professional staff, school committee, town officials, parents and 
community members has resulted in our children receiving an 
excellent education.

Annual Report of the Principal — 1985 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as Principal of Frontier 
Regional School. 


1985 was indeed a challenging but rewarding year for Frontier. It 
was a year where the staff continued to exhibit its total 
commitment to provide quality education in a_ healthy 
environment—one in which students feel comfortable, are held 
accountable, accept responsibility, exhibit a positive attitude, and 
share an atmosphere of mutual respect, care, concern for each other 
and their school personnel. It was the year in which Frontier had its 
Department Chairmanships reinstated. It was the fourth con- 
secutive year in which our purchasing of supplies, materials, 
equipment was curtailed due to another budget spending/freeze on 
all items/needs except emergencies. It was a year that saw increased 
fund raising activities by students, staff, and parents to assist in 
providing services, activities, equipment for the youth at Frontier. 
It was the year that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts took a 
long overdue step in assisting its school systems by passing its 
public school educational reform law (Chapter 188) which will 
provide some assistance to our school district. It was a year that saw 
70% of our graduates pursue post-secondary schooling. It was the 
year that Frontier submitted its Five Year Report to the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges updating its 1980 school 
evaluation report. 1985 was a year of educational stimulation and 
growth for all involved in our school’s “team effort.” 


Frontier continued during 1985 to actively pursue its desire to 
keep its parents and its communities more aware of “happenings in 
and around school” by distributing/mailing its first Parent Handbook 
to each of its students’ homes. To increase parent communications 
and areas of mutual co-operation I have endeavored to include a 
Parent Link newsletter with each quarter’s student report card. 


Following are several school-community co-operative efforts 
which continue to improve/strengthen teaching and learning at 
Frontier: 


1. Career Motivation Program (Northeast Utilities) 
Northeast Utilities exposes our FRS students to a variety of career 
opportunities. The objective of the program is to en- 
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courage/motivate students to prepare themselves for jobs at all 
levels of entry. The Career Motivation Program used in our Grade 8 
Social Studies classes helps to build a bridge between “school today 
and meaningful jobs tomorrow.” 


2. Junior Achievement: PROJECT BUSINESS Program 

This program brings area professional/business people into our 
classrooms. Project Business Teams (consultants and teachers) 
have combined to create a successful learning experience for 
students. 


3. ADOPT-A-SCHOOL PROGRAM 
This Program continues as an attempt by FRS to solicit a variety of 
community support/involvements with Frontier and its student 


body. 


1985 saw Frontier Regional School begin its thirtieth year. Many 
positive additions/revisions/continuations to both our curricular 
and co-curricular programs were initiated. The following is a 
summary of many of these staff program additions/revisions: 


A. Federal/State Project Grants - the following Grants were 
awarded to Frontier for the 1985-86 school year. These grants have 
been accomplished/funded through projects written by staff 
members: 


1. Occupational/ Vocational Education Grants ($4333.00) 

This funding from the Division of Occupational Education will 
enable us to expand course offerings in our Business Department, 
enhance the Practical Family life course in our Home Economics 
Department, and increase support services for the handicapped. 


The distribution of the funding is as follows: 
+ Keyboarding Program ($3177.00) 


+ Support Services for the Handicapped ($576.00) 
+ Practical Family Life ($580.00) 


2. Chapter 1 ($5546.00) 

This project has enabled us to employ Mrs. Mary Forbes as a 
remedial reading/math instructor for the 1985-86 school year (5 
hours a day for 175 days) to work with selected students in Grades 7 
and 8. 
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3. Chapter 2 ($4722.00) 

This project has enabled us to purchase additional micro-computer 
equipment and software for school-wide use. These funds will 
make it possible for us tocomplete our Computer Lab course needs, 
institute our Computer Literacy Program, and have micro- 
computer equipment available in our Media Center. 


4. Special Education ($7250.00) 
This project has enabled us to employ Mrs. Anne Heston as a 
parttime School Adjustment Counselor. 


B. Personnel Changes 

1. Mrs. Patricia Niedzielski was appointed as Spanish teacher. She 
replaced Mrs. Sharla Taggart who resigned due to her husband’s 
employment transfer to Rhode Island. 


2. Mrs. Anne Larsen was appointed as Art teacher. She replaced 
Mrs. Nancy Fonseca who resigned shortly after the birth of her 
daughter. 


3. Mr. Ronald Rice was appointed as custodian. He replaced Mr. 
Thomas Bartlett who resigned in November 1985. 


4. Mrs. Sharron Meunier was appointed Cafeteria Manager. She 
replaced Mrs. Helen Galenski who retired after an outstanding 
tenure at Frontier. 


C. Program/Curriculum Area Changes/Revisions

+ German 2 was included in our Foreign Language Department's 
offerings.

2. Parents Sports Booster Club continues its fund-raising projects 
in support of Frontier’s Athletic Program by sponsoring bake sales, 
raffles, tag sales, auctions, Christmas tree sales, etc. Money raised 
by the Boosters Club has been used to purchase athletic equipment 
for teams, team uniforms, team signs and banners; organize/fund 
team banquets; supply total athletic department needs—exercise 
equipment for our Special Education Department, matted wall 
covering for the Veterans’ Memorial Gym. The primary goals of the 
CLUB are to build/encourage school spirit, support the athletes, 
and encourage other parents to become involved. 


3. Pocumtuck Valley Memorial Association’s donation of reading 
materials/novels for Grade 7 English Program. 

4. Eaglebrook School’s donation of chemicals to our Science 
Department. 

5. Anonymous donations of $350.00 for equipment needs in our 
Chemistry Program; $400.00 to our English Department for 
purchase of a copy machine. 


The above are just several examples of the community support 
which Frontier has experienced during 1985. It is a true testimonial 
that “sharing just seems to come naturally to those who really 
care.” I must APPLAUD LOUDLY the volume of community

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attempt to accomplish so much. With continued TEAMWORK on 
the part of all, the positive attitude and atmosphere which exists at 
Frontier will grow and nourish.

Annual Report of the Superintendent-Director 
Calendar Year January 1, 1985 to December 31, 1985 


I am pleased to submit my first annual report of the administra- 
tion of the Franklin County Technical School. As in previous 
reports, I will briefly report only on those significant events that 
have contributed to our school’s growth and progress during this 
past year. 


The student enrollment decreases which have been in evidence in 
the nation, state, and county high schools for the past four years, 
has materialized in the Tech School enrollment. Although the 
decline in high school age students will continue to be pronounced 
for at least three more years, the Franklin County Technical School 
will continue to maintain acceptable student loads. 


This is due to the fact that the non-district towns are continuing 
to send a large number of tuitioned students to our school. Also, the 
percentage of enrollment decline in the county’s high schools 
appears to be offset by a continuing increased percentage of District 
student applications.

As in every year since this school’s opening, perhaps the most 
serious problem facing this School District is the major handicap of 
attempting to establish educationally sound and fiscally responsive 
operational budgets nearly two years in advance of the expenditure 
calendar for those budgets. This difficulty is compounded by the 
fact that nearly fifty percent of the cost of every regional school 
budget is borne by state reimbursements. When, as it often 
happens, the state changes reimbursement projections, after local 
budgets have been finalized, the results are destructive to effective 
budget analysis and management 


This year has been highlighted by the expansion of the District to 
include the Town of Leyden, and the passing of the Educational 
Reform Act (Chapter 188). In addition, I would like to point out that 
the Building Subcommittee saved the District many thousands of 
dollars by correcting the roof drains and replacement of the 
insulated windows while under warranty. 


As in the past, a large number of community service projects 
were completed by our school production shops. The annual house 
building project (being built this year in Bernardston) is our major 
project, however, a large number of District towns benefited from 
the skills of our student body. 


The Tech School continues to receive a large and varied number 
of federal grants allocated to curricular improvement. The school 
receives in excess of two hundred thousand dollars in direct grant 
dollars to assist us in developing a large number of vocational and 
special education programs. Furthermore, a number of our area 
businesses and industrial firms donated valuable materials, 
equipment, and services to our school. 
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Our work experience and cooperative work programs continue 
to be very effective job placement vehicles for the Tech School 
student. As of September 1985, our Senior placement record was as 
follows:

This placement record represents the single best placement year 
in the school’s history; special credit for this record must be given to 
the school’s vocational placement counselor, Mrs. Gloria Bean. In 
addition twenty-five students went on to higher education, which 
is the largest number in the school’s history. I’m happy to note, that 
we now have a National Honor Society Chapter in our school and 
that our first induction ceremony was recently held with twelve 
students selected. 


I would like to conclude by expressing my gratitude to the entire 
educational community at the Tech School. Their support and 
understanding has been appreciated during my first year as 
Superintendent.
